ments take to stabilize their money will 
be worth observing carefully. It will al- 
so show that currency is no good unless 
it is secured by the standard metallic 
base. A7irtually all nations of Continen- 
tal Europe will be forced to take such ac- 
tion.

money they will stabilize business and 
most of their troubles and problems will 
disappear.

At the convention of the National 


"Monetary association in New York city. 
Prof. Jeremiah W. Jenks of New York 
•university gave a popular explanation of 
the detrimental effects 
of paper-money 


inflation, and drew attention to the only 
sound plan for accomplishing devalua- 
'tion. 
He stated 1hat it, will be impera- 


tive for Germany. Austria. Hungary and 
'[Poland, "to fix fhe prire of the currency 
in terms of gold at a lower rate, at prac- 
tically the purchasing power of the cur- 
rency itself." 


The idea is not new. Several gov- 


ernments, including oxir own, have at dif- 
ferent times been compelled to deflate 
money, or in plain words, to revaluate it 


LAW VS. LAW ENFORCEMENT 
Two laws have been enacted in the 


state of Pennsylvania and signed by the 
governor which deal with lynching and 
kidnapping more sternly than any pre- 
vious measures which have been framed 
into law. One bill provides 'that kid- 
naping which results in death shall be 
considered as first degree murder. 
The 


other, which deals with lynching, pro- 
vides that any person who attempts to 
take from an officer a prisoner who has 
sought the protection of the court upon 
conviction shall be fined not less than 
S10.000 and imprisoned not more than 
ten years: that any officer who has the 
•custody of a prisoner taken by a mob of 
three persons and lynched shall be guil- 
ty of felony and subject to a fine of 
$5.000 or five years imprisonment: "that 
ever;- county in which a lynching occurs 
shall be subject to a forfeiture of $10.- 
000 for the use of the dependent family 
or to the state if the person put to death 
has no dependents. 


The spirit which actuated the legisla- 


tors in enacting these laws is an admir- 
able one and it is unfortunate that the 
same spirit does not inspire those to 
whom the enforcement of the law is en- 
trusted. 
Kidnapping and lynching are 


already crimes in the states of the Union, 
but too often they are indifferently en- 
forced. 
Laws to remedy these evils can- 


not be made too strict; but their enforce- 
ment should not be slighted because of a 
belief that enactment of stern statutes 
disposes of the problem.

(starches and sugars), which constitute the chief 
and most essential food of man, and which are most 
frequently taken to excess by persons who have the 
habit of" overeating, sometimes seem to increase 
blood pressure: a sharp cut in the total carbohy 
drate content of the diet often brings down an ab- 
normally high pressure. 


High blood pressure isn't a disease nor even a 


symptom, but merely a sign noted in the physician's 
examination. A great many people* labor under the 
misapprehension that they have high blood pressure 
when in fact their blood pressure is normal or may- 
be too low. 
In many instances it is not only -undesirable to 


lower a high blood pressure "but harmful to the pa- 
tient's health to do so. Increase in the blood pres- 
sure 
is an inevitable accompaniment of some di- 


seases which involve the heart, arteries or kidneys' 
it is a conservative change in effect, for it helps the 
distribution of the blood through the narrowed or 
thickened or contracted vessels of the i-egion in- 
volved. 
It means a compensatory modification of 


the circulation has become necessary to give each 
cell its proper supply of tolood nutriment and oxy- 
gen. The high tolood pressure may be lowered, all 
right if that is the only consideration, but it is a 
nice medical problem in the individual case whether 
it would be helpful to lower it.
